Ani La Follette,

States senator said yesterday, that his expulsion from 
the United States Senate would be equivalent to the loss 
of a German division on Hie western front

So serious has the wheat situation become that Food 
Administrator Hoover has lifted the ban on meat for a 
thirty-day period, an i is urging us to cut our w heat con 
sumption in half.

Last year's harvest has proved to be less than was 
estimated. 
Argentine wheat has not become available 
as soon as was expected and is going to be less in 
quantity when it is finally shipped. Breadstuffs in Europe 
are now almost exhausted and the only source to which 
our allies can look is the United States. 
It is the most 
serious food situation they—and we—have had to face. 
Next fall a new wheat crop will be ready. 
Between 
now and September I, a period of only five months, we 
are asked to make every sacrifice possible to cut in two 
our present use of wheat. The other half of the existing 
supply must go to our allies. 
It's really a short time and a small sacrifice to make 
for a great cause 
Surely we can respond to the call 
without a murmur. 
It is well to remember that what 
ym do not do now gladly and voluntarily, we may yet do 
under sad compulsion
